Removal of the seized liquor from tlio Battle began shortly

in effect only a few months, 
its' 


early results are reported -to justify 
ftilly fhe expectation of better con- 
ditions under it. It is regarded as a 
long step toward permanent settle- 
ment, on a basis fair to- the owners of 
the properties, and to the public in- 
terest in good sen-ice at the lowest 
possible rates. 


The necessity for early adoption of 


this or some other program to place 
the railroads on a sound basis is so 
pressing ns to make it a matter of 
deep national concern. There is no 
other issue of greater importance, for 
herein lies in large part the domtion 
of the agricultural problem.-and with 
it the assurance of our Industrial po- 
sition. 
Nothing else can possibly 


prosper with agriculture depressed; 
and agriculture Is calling loudly for 
relief from present 
transportation 


burdens. 


Quite/ recently Senator Cummins, 


the veteran chairman of tbe Senate 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Committee, 


made the startling statement 
that 


probably 75,000 miles of our rail- 
roads are earning so little and costing 
so much to operate that with scant in- 
comes they can not be adequately 
maintained and expanded in facility 
to meet traffic requirements. If we 
realize that this means near one- 
third of the country's railroad mile- 
age, 
we will appreciate the gravity o£ 


the situation. Yet there it is, grimly 
stfiriug'us in the face, challenging-our 
statesmanship and business capacity. 
" Not long ago the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission actually granted 
the necessary authorization to tear 
up and abandon one piece of. over 
two hundred and thirty miles of rail- 
road 
It was no frontier line, in an 


undeveloped, uninhabited section; it 
was iu the rich and populous State 
of Illinois. If the spectacle of 
a 


railroad literally starved to death in 
such a community is alarming, it is 
•vet less a calamity in some way than 
it would be In a region possessing 
fewer lines capable of taking over the 
j-.ublic service. A majority 
Of 
the 


people tributary to it will, by going 
a few miles farther, get transporta- 
tion from other roads. But there is 
no such solution of the problem for 
niafcy extensive communities 
now 


served by roads-lu financial distress. 


There nre some roads^—many of tne 


smaller ones in fact—whose continu- 
ed operation is absolutely vital .to 
many thousands of people, to consid- 
erable towns, lo Inrgc areas of coun- 
try whose revenues simply can not 
provide financial facilities through 
earning, 
pending 
a 
considerable 


growth in community population, say 
nothing of earning any return what- 
ever on capital invested. No leger- 
demain of court processes, receivers' 
certificates, or financial juggling, can 
s-ive them. They must get more rcv- 


of keeping the 
railroad equipment 


adequate. 
Many financially weak 


roads are unable to provide all the 
rolling stock they need. Inadequacy 
of car service hindered the relief of 
the coal situation last winter, it de- 
nied the fanner a market when prices 
were most advantageous1, and has im- 
peded manufacturing industry time 
and again. It is fair to say the rail- 
ways were helpless because they were 
financially and otherwise unable to 
keep utp with the demands for service. 
Prevailing 
practices 
further 
em- 


barrassed tbe situation. Koads 
in- 


adequately equipped mako up their 
deficiency by borrowing the cars of 
other roads. When a 
foreign 
car 


comes to one of these parasite lines 
it is not returned promptly, Imt often 
is delibdrajtely retained. The free 
movement of cars is prevented: no 
company can be certain of command- 
ing even its own equipment when it 
is needed; seasonal congestions or 
shortages of cars follow; and an un- 
fair burden is imtposed on those roads 
wlich sincerely try to meet/the de- 
mands of this demoralized situation. 


To meet this condition, the proposal 


of n nation-wide pool has lately at- 
tracted- niucb attention. The pull- 
man company fairly illustrates what 
is meant. This great corporation pro- 
vides most of tbe railroads with cer- 
tain kinds of cars, on a rental basis. 
Applying the same idea to the pro- 
visions of freight cars, you have a 
rough notion of tbe proposed car 
pool. It is urged by advocates that it 
would unify the 
rolling-stock 
or- 


ganization; make possible the enlist- 
ment of adequate capital to provide 
for the weak and strong roads alike; 
place the entire organization tinder 
a single centralized control 
which 


would insure equity to all roads and 
sections. There are others who in- 
sist it would not correct the present 
evils, and would divide responsibility 
and mnke regulation and supervision 
more difficult. 
In any event the sys- 


tem of consolidation would in effect 
clear up many difficulties in car dis- 
tribution.

Let me say fio- plainly that there will 
be no misunderstanding, that in rootit 
disputes which end in 
strikes 
or 


lockouts I do not believe the differ- 
ence whjcu at last divide* thetwo 
sides very often represents any un- 
derlying question of human 
rights 


and human justice. 


There was nu interesting illustra- 


tion in tbe strike last year of the 
railway shojimen. The Government 
sought toreffc^tw settlement thut had 
for its firmAmfcdetion the pledged ac- 
ceptance b> b<pth managers and em- 
ployes of the Sessions of. the Railway 
Labor Board. To such a settlement 
the spokesmen of managers and em- 
ployees gave their ple«ige, but the 
managers i ejected tlie agreement on 
the ground that it did not do justice 
to the new employes who were taken 
on after the strike began.- -Much was 
made of the issue, but in the end all 
settlements were effected on precisely 
the terms tlie Government proposed. 
Tet the agreement to abide by the 
Labor Board decision was lost in the 
days of aniiety and tlie separate set- 
tlements which were effected. 


It is inescapable that the Govern- 


ment feels the importance of public 
interest and right in connection with 
the "settlement of such "things. 
The 


vital existence of the Nation now de- 
pends upon continuity of transporta- 
tion. ' In recent yeans it has come to 
be accepted that there are three par- 
ties, rather .than two, to every contro- 
versy beween the employer -and em- 
ployee of a public-service corporation. 
The employer in one, the employee is 
tnotber, and the great public, which 
must have the right to consume 'aud 
to be served, is the third. If we are 
quite frank among ourselves we will 
have to admit that in dealing, with' 
such controversies the third party in 
interest has, down to tWs time, de- 
cidedly received the least considera- 
tion. "Yet the public is the p«**T on 
which finally must be placed the bur- 
den of, whatever adjustment is ef- 
fected. 


As a means of making 
possible 


righteous adjustment between 
rail- 


roads and their employees, with due 
regard fur the interest of the public 
which pays, the Government estab- 
lished a Railroad Labor Board. 
It 


was assumed that this'organization, 
jreqnlred to represent in equal num- 
bers, the employers, the employees, 
and the public, would command the 
confidence of all sides "and that its de- 
terminations would be accepted. . Un- 
fortunately, for reasons which are the 
subject of no little controversy, the 
board has never had the cooperation 
of employer and employee for which 
its authors hoped. For mys*lf, I am 
not convinced that the test has been 
a complete or entirely fnir one, and I 
favor, not its abandonment, but its 
continuance under such modifications 
as seem most likely to make the plan 
successful But there is little to hope 
for until all concerned are ready to

not believe it possible under our form 
of government to compel men to work 
against their will, and do not t'nink it 
desirable under tiny fonn of govern- 
ment.

efficient service. They wish'to make 
sure of the amjple agencies, and they 
demand the least carrying 
charge 


which will make an adequate return 
to capital and at-the same time per- 
niit extension and additions and en- 
hanced equipment essential to the 
best transportation in the world. 


We have. not fully appraised tia 


evolution from the ox-cart to motor 
age. Tlie. automobile an(l .motor-truck 
have made greater inroad* on railway 
revenues than the electric1.lines with 
their intimate appeal to the local 
community. There will 
never be a. 


backward step in motor transporta- 
tion. But we shall do better if we 
find a plan to coordinate this service 
with the railwaps, rather than en- 
courage destructive competition. In- 
deed, he motor ' transport 
already, 


promises relief to our congested term- 
inals through 
better 
coordination. 


We have come to the point where we 
need all the statecraft in business, to 
find the way of making trausports- 
tion in its varied forms adequate to 
the requirements of American com- 
merce, to afford that transportation 
its due reward for service, without 
taking from production~and trade a 
hindering exaction. 


I can not too greatly stress tbe-lm- 


portance of this great problem. It 
cnn not be solved by those who com- 
m.end the policy of confiscation or de- 
struction, nor can it be solved by 
those who made a prejudiced appeal 
for political favor. 
We must frank- 


ly recognize the exactions imposed 
upon the American farmer during the 
war expansion of rates. takc note nf 
the wage deerlopment which will yield 
no reduction in the principal item of 
operating cost, and seek conditions 
under which we may have the re- 
quisite reductions In fixed charges 
which will afford encouraging re- 
lief. If the system 
consolidations, 


with the diminished overhead costa, 
with terminal advantages largely im- 
proved aud terminal charges greatly 
reduced, will not afford tie solution, 
then .our failure -will enforce a cost- 
lier- experiment and the one great 


commitment which I hope tbe United 
States will forever escape; 


Return To Prosperity 


We are dwelling now amid a grati- 


fying return to prosperous conditions. 
I do not share the feeling that the 
recovery is a mere temporary one, 
w-mi impending relapse. The Eimr- 
nnty of permanence lie* in our doing 
the things essential to tbe equitable 
sharing of our good fortune. There 
can be no abiding.prosperity in in- 
dustrial centers, in transportation or 
elsewhere, unless.it is properly shared 
by American, agriculture. 
Govern- 


ment can make no direct bestowal of 
good fortune, but it is the duty o£ 
government to'maintain 
conditions 


under which equal opportunity for 
good fortune is the heritage of every 
American everywhere. 


Under our representative democ- 


racy we find ourselves- absorbed in 
issues which more or less concern 113 
in our individual affairs, but wo lose 
the aspect of government as a wlaole 
and take it as a matter of course. 
It is our accepted practice rather than 
a deliberate intent. 


Americans ought ever be 
asking 


themselves about their concept of tbe 
ideal republic. 
I take It to be one of 


universal good fortune, where free- 
dom is as complete, under the law, ai 
justice is unfailing within the law. 
A land''where the equality of free- 
dom's opportunity and the reward of 
merit are. held as sacred inheritances 
aud citizens are made tit to embrace 
beckoning opportunity.

Thn whole world has been in a social, 
industrial, financial and political up- 
heaval since then. The very fabric] 
of civilization has Ix-cn sorely tested,' 
dynasties have fallen, monarchies 
have failed, revolution has reigned in 
various sections of the world, «nd 
disasters have exacted 
their 
toll 


nearly every way. 


The losses to American agriculture 


are universally admitted anil deplored 
but it is not an experience peculiar 
to American agriculture alone. Nor 
was the readjustment following war's 
inflations, n biirdne to agriculture 
alone. 
It came to thn railroads, to 


bankers, to manufacturers, and to the 
mercantile world. 
The uuraelo 
is 


that we all escaped with so relatively 
little disaster. It is characteristic: of 
human nature thnt wo magnify our 
own ills mid too little? appraise the 
ills o£ others, but the eyes nf the 
Government are attracted to thorn all. 
I hesitate to toll you how seriously 
vast, interests, presumably unourtang- 
ered by the changing titles nf busi- 
ness, were affected, and at what sac- 
rifices disasters wort1 averted. Look- 
ing backward. J find my confidence 
in the social and industrial fahrii 
of this Kepnhlic strongthont-d l>y our 
wonderful emergence from threaten- 
ing disaster. 


Ever since the earlier processes nf

World War we have boon study in1.' 
and talking about rehabilitation an.

I confess a very frank pride in th 


Government's part in bettering a sit- 
uation ugiiliisl which you justly com 
plained and which all the i-eoplo of 
the Nation deplored.

i'ine. foi-tvs of leadership which the

secure a measure nf helpful results 
in this department «>f our eialeavurs, 


eially 
gratify- 


supplies and demand for some staples 
were badly disrupted and could not 
be instantly restored 
when 
peace 


came. That was in considerable part 
responsible for the violent Iluctua- 
tious which imposed so much 'hard- 
ship on the-farmer. Along with, this 
distortion of the production ratios 
went an even more acute and diffi- 
cult disturbance of the factors which 
determine foreign demand. 


While the war lasted there was no 


possibility of overproduction of such 
staples as wheat and cotton, for ex- 
ample; and 
when peace 
suddenly 


burst upon the world, the farmer had 
plans for a long future which he 
could not readjust instantly. No hu- 
man wisdom could 
possibly 
have 


foretold the course thut 
would 
be 


taken by supplies and demand; and 
it is as futile-as it is obvious to us 
now to say -that wisdom would have 
dictated at least a less precipitate 
policy in removing the war-time re- 
strictions and guidance in 
dealing 


with some aspects of production and 
distribution. 


AVhen the present administration 


came into responsibility, agriculture 
was in the lowest ebb of depression. 
The immediate need was for meas- 
ures to meet an emergency. 
There 


was urgent call to keep open and so 
far as possible enlarge our foreign 
markets, and this was accomplished 
by a prompt policy of placing neces- 
sary credits at the disposal of those 
engaged in finding foreigji markets 
for our foodstuffs; by arresting and 
reversing the drastic deflation which 
had the seeming, under the former 
administration, .of being aimed espec- 
ially at. the destruction of .agricul- 
ture's prosperity; by recalling the 
War Finance Corporation from its 
state of suspended animation, giving 
it a credit of $1,000,000,000 in Gov- 
ernment funds, and recomtnissioniiig 
it to afford relief to the American 
farmer. 
The wisdom of this action 


was demonstrated by results. 


Four hundred million dollars have 


been loaned by this institution, three- 
fourths of it lo the farming and live- 
stock interests. 
At the same time 


the emergency tariff measure was 
passed, 
by which 
to 
secure 
the 


farmer's home market against the 
flood of competing articles from dis- 
tant corners of the earth. 
During 


the war vast quantities of farm pro- 
ducts had been dammed up in coun- 
tries so distant that shortage of ship- 
ping made transportation to Europe 
impossible. WiUi the seas again free, 
tbe.Sfi sought, at whatever price could 
be obtained, the one market where, 
there was real buying_ capacity and 
cash to pay—the great market of the 
United States. 
We 
took 
prompt 


measures to stop this movement; and 
the combination of effective protec- 
tion, easier credits, and the opera- 
tions of the War Finance Corpora- 
tion quickly arrested the downward 
trend and started agriculture upon 
the upgrade once more. 


It is only fair to pause-a moment 


and emphasize the value of those 
measures of agricultural relief 
so 


promptly put forward by the Con- 


schedules 
farmer a 


vitally important and gravely men- 
aced home market. The resumption 
of 
the War 
Finance 
operations, 


backed by the rich resources of 
the 
only 
Government 
on earth 


that 
was 
iible 
to summon 
such 


a credit, enabled the American farm- 
er to compete for sales abroad. 


Along with these measures, prompt; 


steps were taken to put the Federal 
Farm Loan Board hack into business. 
Like the. War Finance Corporation, 
it bad been in a state of suspended 
activity for want of money to loan. 
It was given a credit of .f."iO,00(l,OOO 
and 
resumed loaning on farm prop- 


erty.

Crowning Achievement 


But that is not all. 
1 have re- 


served. .till the last what we may well 
appraise the crowning achievement of 
the entire list I refer to the code of 
agricultural credit legislation known 
as the agricultural credit act of 1!)28, 
which 'became, law in the closing days 
of the last. Congress. It 'has not been 
possible yet to perfect machinery for 
administering this net, but 1 do not 
hesitate to 
express confidence that 


this scheme of agricultural 
credits, 


taken in connection with the other 
enactments T have described, furn- 
ishes the basis for the most enlight- 
ened, modern, sound, and efficient 
scheme of agricultural finance that 
nas been set up in any country, and 
will enable the farmer in no distant 
future to free himself from obstacles 
which huve made it difficult hereto- 
fore to conduct farm operations upon 
i sound, business-like basis. : - .- 


Before .describing this program of 
dvancemeut in agricultural finance, 
permit me a word by way of bring- 
ng before our minds the backgrounds 
of the agricultural problem. . Farm- 
ng is the oldest of all- industries. 
It has supported the community in 
peace, and has been the most essen- 
tial line of 
industrial defense in 


war; commonly, too, the first victim 
of war. In olden times the conqueror 
distributed Ihe subjugated lands to 
ais favorites, and his prisoners as 
slaves to till it. Thus land owner- 
ihip lx?came the mark of favor aud 
aristocracy. 
Later, the feudal re- 


gime substituted the somewhat less 
severe conditions of serfdom and vil- 
lenage for those of slavery on the 
soil. 
Then came the modem insti- 


tution of an agricultural peasantry, 
politically more free, but economical- 
y .still held in fetters, of old tradi- 
tion. 


Mdrehtfnts ami Manufactures, In 


the Middle Ages, devised banks to 
lielp them finance their 
ventures. - 


Bankiug methods 
developed 
which 


served their purposes, but were not 
adapted to the fanner. The farmer's 
way if life made him an individualist. 
He could not organize the great co- 
operations which we cull 
corpora- 


tions 
The banks did not 
furnish 


credit of the kind aud on the terms 
he necdeu it. The manufacturer and 
merchant, doing n large gross busi- 
ncsH in proportion to capital, having 
li short turnover period, wanted to 
borrow working capital for short per- 
iods. The farmer, with a long turn- 
over period, wanted Working capital 
on very different, terms. 


Cooperative Institution 


Now, the bank of deposit and dis- 


count is easily the most completely 
cooperative 
institution that human 


society bus devised. But it got start- 
ed dealing primarily with industry 
and commerce, and the farmer never 
quite caught up with it. The railroad 
or industrial corporation raises plant 
capital by selling bonds; the farmer 
by the essentially similar operation 
o£ selling u mortgage on his laud. 
Both still require ut times, to sup- 
plement this capital by making less 
permanent loans to pay 
operating 


COStH. 


Those loans the hanks make out of 


the funds intrusted to them by great 
communities of depositors. 
In order 


to keep their resources as liyuid as 
possible, against the po-^sibility of 
heavy 
demands 
from 
depositors, 


banks have preferred to lonu 
for 


short periods, commonly one, two, 
or , hive months. 
This 
precisely 


sjin tl the commercial or industrial 
bo,- owcrs: It did not fit the farmer's 
O/ tv., because lie requires a full year 
.0 produce most crops; two or three 
yeaif, oven, in case of livestock. 


So, as the ordinary banking prac- 


tice did not meet the farmer's needs, 
the idea arose of establishing inter- 
mediate credit institutions, 
which 


should, advance money for longer per- 
iods than th" merchant or manufac- 
turer desired it. but yet not on the 
long-time basis of the farmer's mort- 
gage. or the corporation's bonds. Vari- 
ous forms have been taken by these 
institutions 
in different 
countries 


and under different conditions. But 
1 doubt if there has over bol'ore been 
set up a system of Intermediate farm 
credit sn well adapted to serve the 
needs of the farmers in America. 


This lo^lshition designed to fur- 


nish nocftfsa ry' iutermetliate eredit for 
production purposes token in connec- 


v.olving-fund fashion which has been 
made familiar'through 
the opera- 


tions of the Farm Lo^n Board in real 
estate mortgages, the endless chain 
goes on and on, drawing in with each 
sale of debentures, a new supply of 
capital for loaning to the'farmers. 


The Intermediate Credit Banks are 


fundamentally different 
from 
the 


Farm Txmn Banks in this: that -while 
tlif; Farm .Loan Banks advance money 
only on real estate mortgage secur- 
ity, the Intermediate Credit institu- 
tions are to discount farmers' notes 
taken by local banks and to loan on 
personal and chattel security—live 
Stock, farm equipment, growing crops, 
and the like. The debentures sold by 
the Intermediate Credit Banks are 
tax-exempt precisely as are the de- 
bentures of the Farm Loan Banks. 


The debentures will be sold' to the 


public at a rate Sufficiently below 
that charged the original borrower, to 
insure that all expenses will be met 
by the margin of difference. These 
banks are authorized to make loans 
on Uiese debentures to the amount of 
ten times their capital; that is, each 
bank may carry SOO.000,000 of busi- 
ness, which places the total for the 
system of twelve 
banks at 
.$000,- 


000,000. 


Under the same law, another and 


entirely distinct set of corporations 
nre provided 
for, 
called Xatioual 


Agricultural 
Credit 
Corporations. 


These are to be set up, their capital 
furnished,'and theii^&anagement con- 
trolled by private capital and enter;- 
prise, under the general -supervision 
of the Comptroller of the Currency. 
A National Agricultural Credit Cor- 
poration may be formed with capital 
not less that ?250,000, and/ national 
'banks are authorized on proper con- 
ditions to subscribe for stock in such 
corporations; in the aggregate not ex- 
ceeding 10 per cent of their capital 
and surplus. 


The National- Agricultural Credit 


Corporation is authorized to make 
loaas for agricultural 
purposes on 


chattels, livestock, growing crops, and 
personal credit up to a period of nine 
months; except that in the case of 
breeding stock and dairy herds the 
period 
may be extended to three 


years. 
They may issue debentures 


against the securities they have re- 
ceived, and these may be marketed 
up to whatever amount may be de- 


study they became convinced 
that 


such measures would, not only be of 
no help but might aggravate an al- 
ready bad situation. . 


Go back 
with me for just one 


glance, in Conclusion, at the steps 
which have;, marked the rise of agri-. 
culture to this, its new estate. We 
need to go back but a very few gen- 
erations to the time when the title 
to laud represented no more than the 
whim of a despot or the shifting and 
uncertain fortunes of a military ad- 
venturer. 
The agricultural worker 


was a serf, u mere chattel, bound to 
the soil on which he lived and to the 
service of the particular adventurer 
who at the moment, iu tie permuta- 
tions 
of 
fortunes and 
of 
favor, 


chanced to hold the land- 


In the view of his masters, he had 


no rights which could command re- 
spect, his political status was nil, and 
he wa.s permitted the least possible 
share in the fruits of his toil on which 
he could keep together hie soul—if in- 
deed it were conceded that he had a 
soul—and his body, so as to perform 
the grueling toil of tasks that were' 
regarded as utterly menial. All agri- 
cultural operations were crude, ineffi- 
cient, barbaric. 
The great 
light 


with which science and organization 
and efficient methods have illumined 
the art of agriculture liad not yet 
(,-ast its first feeble rays over the 
desolate and dehumanized landscape 
of the rural countryside. The old- 
time picture jis one to make women 
weep and men despair of their kind. 


But somehow the life of the opeu 


places.'untler a sky which inspired al- 
ways the longing for a fair chauce; 
somehow tho daily touch with 
the 


might forces of mother nature in all 
her wondrous moods; somehow the 
dim realization "that there was yet 
something beyond and above 
the 


'squalor and misery of his immediate 
surroundings—somehow, through the 
centuries of his serfdom, these things 
kept the farmer mindful of possibili- 
ties for better times and friendlier 
fates; kept him longing for liberty: 
inspired him in the age-long struggle 
to lift himself up to a wider vision of 
life; 
moved him to eternal 
revolt 


against the fetters which bound; gave 
him courage for the seemingly hope- 
less conflict with destiny. 


The centuries passed, and untold 


millions went to their graves despair- 
ing. But other millions followed, to 
seize the torch aud-bear it a little 
farther on the road. The slave be- 
came a villein, the villein a peasant: 
and yet the grim struggle went on, 
with political rights and economic 
emancipation as its twin goals. Pain- 
fully, doggedly. the men of the soil 
toiled under their dunl burden of fur- 
nishins sustenance for humanity nntt 
keeping alight tho flame of that con- 
suming purpose to achieve freedom 
and human equality. 


Down to times so near our own 


that they are but the yesterdays <tf 
history, the outcome of the struggle 
scorned in doubt. 
But 
mimkind's 


darkest hour was followed by the 
dawn. The vast structure of artifice 
and selfishness which h«<l been built 
and supported by the soil at length 
crumbled under its own weight-of fu- 
tility and corruption. 
The revolu- 


tionary movements of the eighteenth 
century, the reformation of the early 
nineteenth, the spread of kuojyli'dgp. 
Ihe rifie of invention and growth of 
industrialism—all these combined to 
extort, from tyranny the recognition 
of human rights. 
The man of the 


land bud won his first battle, the bat- 
tle for a place in the political sys- 


ttrmlued by the regulations pre- 
scribed by the comptroller. 


To facilitate the marketing of the 


debentures issued by these corpora- 
tions, a class of rediscount banks is 
provided. A credit corporation may 
subscribe up to 20 per cent of its 
stock to the capital of the rediscount 
bank. 
A minimum of .$1,000,000 


paid-up capital must be provided for 
a rediscount bank. 
The rediscount 


biink, on the responsibility of its own 
capitalization, will enter the general 
money market, float the debentures 
that have been turned over to it by 
the credit corporations, and thus pro- 
ride them with new funds for further 
investments. It is simply another ap- 
plication of the revolving fund or 
endless credit chain idea which we 
found illustrated In the ease of the 
.Intermediate Credit Banks. 


The utmost care has been taken to 


surround these 
various institution!,- 


with every possible safeguard that 
can be afforded through skilled sup- 
ervision, ample 
responsibility, 
and 


sound methods. It is the judgment 
of financial experts that their din 
bentures will find just as ready an 
acceptance among investors as have 
those of the 
Federal Farm 
Loan 


Boa rd- 


Credit System 


There is thus created at last a com- 


plete farm 
credit system, which 


drawing together the aggregated re- 
sponsibility of the greatest single in- 
dustry iu the laud, backed by the se- 
curity of the land, and of live stock, 
warehoused and 
growing crops, all 


kinds of agricultural equipment; aud, 
finally, by the character and high 
responsibility of the men and women 
who constitute the great agricultural 
community, will bo capable of fur- 
nishing the American farmers, for 
the first time in ihe history of agri- 
culture iu any country, adequate in- 
vestment and 
working capital «n 


terms as favorable as those accorded 
to commerce and industry.

Mr. Moss then notified customs 
and prohiibttoti agents that no such "unreasonable" grant of liquors could 
be allowed by the treasury.

Spragupi, chief of the U. S. Public Health Service here, admitted late to. 
day that he had received a telegram from Acting Secretary Moss, of the 
treasury o>pa,rtment concerning the issuance of "medical" liquor permits, 
but declined to discuss its contents. He declared he had not yet signed a, 
permit for the Berengaria's medical liquor supply. 


Dr. Sprague said his unfiwsUmdinjr was that almost, if not all the

Canada Rejects American 


Suggestion In Liquor Snarl 


WASHINGTON. 
June 
23 —The 


Canadian Government has informed 
the State Department, through 
a 


note from the British Ambassador of 
its inability to adopt tlie suggestion 
put forward by the Department last 
March that clearance papers be de- 
clined to vessels 
with cargoes of 


liquor destined to port.s iu the United 
States unless a permit authorizing 
its importation was presented. 


The department in announcing to- 


day receipt of Ihe note explaini-d Hint 
it had addressed a'note to the British 
Ambassador for tr.'insuiissiou to the 
Canadian authorities-.drawing their 
attention to the difficulties experi- 
enced in enforcing the prohihiti.m 
laws df tlie -United Htntes along the 
Cauadisn border. It wus pointed out 
that the Canadian any <-rities i>cr- 
mittcd small inotorhoats tr, take car- 
goes of liquor and to fli-.ke regular 
customs clearances to i-i's in the 
United States, thus complying with 
the Canadian law, which prohibits 


(he sale of liquors to persons in ...'ai-- 
ada. but allows the exportation to a 
foreign country. 


It was suggested tJiat, since the im- 


portation of liquor into the United 
States without a permit WHS illegal, 
the Canadian fiffidnls might be dis- 
posed to decline clearance papers to 
vessels with cargoes of liquor des-
